Gen. 
Joe Hooker died suddenly 


Friday evening at his home in Garden 
City, k .1. 


He was horn at Old Hndley Nov. 


13, 1823, entered West Point in 1833, 
graduated in 1837, served with dis- 
tinction on tho frontier and in the 
Florida and Mexican wars. In 1853 
he resigned from the army and settled 
on a California farm. In 1858 he was 
appointed superintendent of military 
roads in Oregon. From 1859 to 1861 
he was colonel of the 
California 


militia. When the war broke out he 
was appointed "-brigadier general of 
volunteers and assigned to the defense 
of Washington. He served through 
the entire war. with conspicuous brav- 
ery and at one time commanded the 
Army of the Potomac. He fought in 
more great battles than any other c»i^ 
eral oflicer in the army and thus 
gained the tabiiijiiet of "Fighting Joe 
Hooker," which was well deserved. 
Since Oct. 15,1868 G«n. Hooker has 
been (at his own request) on the re- 
rctircdlist'as a full major general.

DeaCli of Joe 
fl«oker. 


Gen. Joe Hooker died suddenly 
Friday evening at his home in Garden 
City, N. J. 


He was born at Old Hadley Nov. 
13, 1823, entered West Point in 1833, 
graduated in 1837, served with dis- 
tinction on the frontier and in the 
Florida and Mexican wars. 
In 1853 
he resigned from the army and settled 
on a California farm. In 1858 he was 
appointed superintendent of military 
roads in Oregon. From 1859 to 1861 
he was colonel of 
the 
California 
militia. When the war broke out he 
was appointed brigadier general of 
volunteers and assigned to the defense 
of Washington. 
He served through 
the entire war with conspicuous brav- 
ery and at one time commamled the 
Army of the Potomac. 
He fought in 
more great battles than any other «•B- 
eral officer in the army and thus 
gained the sobriquet of "Fighting Joe 
Hooker," which was well deserved. 
Since Oct. 15,1868 Gsn. Hooker has 
been (at his own request) on the re- 
retired list as a full major general.
